Fiftly ,they-looſe al the merit of 
their good deeds whatſoecuer. For 
as S. Gregorie ſaith, Even as,none re- 
ceiued their peny in the Goſpel,but they 
only which had laboured within the 
compaſſe of the vineyarde : ſo no man 
ſhall receiue any reward, for any good 
deed of his,except he haue done 1t with- 
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in the vnity of the Church, So that,if 


a man ſhould doe neuer ſo many 


good deedes, giug neuer ſo many 
almes;nay, as Saint Cyprian proo- 
veth.,if a man ſhould ſuffer neuer fo 
manie things for Chriſt, yea death 
itſclfe, yet ifhe were out of the y- 
nitie ofthe catholike church , hee 
ſhal haue no rewarde therefore. 
And not only this,bur if a man bee 
in any mortal finne whatſocuer, as 
log as he abideth inthe ſame with-, 
out repentance,and confeſſion, al 
diuines hold, that he loſeth the re- 
ward of all his good deedes. And 
the reaſon is, becauſeno work can 
be meritorious of it ſelfe,but onely 
by reaſon of the grace , from 
whence it proceedeth; but by eue- 
ry mortall fin which a man com- 
mitteth, he looſeth grace,and much 
more by going out of the vnitie of 
the hi And therefore,in ſuch 
men, yntil they repent,there can be 
no hope of any reward , foran 
= worke which they ſha 
oC.

And thus(my deare good frind) 
I make anende of the firſt poynt, 
which I promiſed to handle, con- 
cerning the reaſons which Catho.

lefle then might be ſaid in this mat- 
ter, and yet more than I purpoſed 
at the beginning, but I am to craue 
moſt earneſtly at your hands, & of- 
al them that ſhal chance to ſee rhis 
Treatiſe,to have charitable cofide 
ration of my great haſte in writing 
of the ſame, which was ſuch, as I 


-had not time to ſurutew, or reade 
any part of it, ouer againe: where- 


fore, if any thing be in it, whereby 


you may be edified, or any way 


-nſtrufed,I am glad, and to Gods 


p'ory onely be it; if not, yetſure- 


ty my meaning was good, and to 
-no'mansoffence, onely coueting 
_ "heereby to give ſome fatisfation 
to them in England , efpecially to 


her Maicſtic, and the right Hono- 
| rable 
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rable Counſell, touching the prin- 
ciples which Catholikes haue , to 
refuſe that conformitie, which is 
demaunded at their handes, the 
which,asI haue proeucd,they can 
not admit (remaining in coſcience 
of the contrary religion ) without 
euident danger of their owne ſouls. 
Whereof, if her Maicftie, and their 
Honors, may,in time, be made ca- 
pable; then howſoeuer things paſſe 
otherwile, yet ſhall Catholikes re= 
taine ſtill, their deſerued opinion, 
of honeſt and true ſubie&s, which 
they moſt defire, and the diſplea- 
ſure taken againſt them, for this re- 
fuſall, be diminiſhed, when tt ſhall 
be manifeſt , that the ſame procee- 
deth not of will, but of conſcience, 
and judgement inreligion,which is 
not in an honeſt mans handes to 
frame at his owne pleaſure. 
Moreouer, my meaning was, to 
give ſome information , touching 
the quality of this ſinne of going to 
the church of a contrarie religion, 
and his circumſtances, for them, 
that either remained doubtfull in 
the ſame,or not rightly may

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Of the which twoo effeftes, ifany 
one folloyy, Iſhall be moſt glad; if 
not, yetTI ſerue (as I truſt) ſuch a 
maſſter as revvardeth the affet, as 
vvcllas theeffe&t, and the will no 
lefle than the worke it ſelfe. Wher- 
fore, to his holie handes I commit

perſon. 1 his was veritten and put 
in print not long fince, toa Novle 
man of your Maicſties priuy Cot- 
ſell, for the exciting ot him to the 
perſecution of all Catholikes , by a 
ſtrange brainiicke fellow , whom 
Newgate poſſcfled a Jong time, for 
his phantaſticall opinions: wherein 
he is {o pregnant (if men reporte 
truely) as he candcuiſe a new Re- 
ligion vpon a weekes warning gi- 
ven him at any time :thistellow af- 
hrmeth there, that all Papiſts(as k 
rermeth them)are enemies to God 
and to your Royall Maicſtie : the

dience to their Princes, for conſci- 
ence lake, cucenas vnto God him- 
ſelfe, whoſe roome they doe poſ- 
ſefle, and towhom they are bound,

By the which your Maicſty may
